Next Saturday, the first of May, it 
will be remembered by our citizens, is 
the day selected for decorating the 
graves of the dead soldier. The occa- 
sion promises to be a grand floral offer- 
ing. This ceremony is not new or 
novel, but is- one which has been 
transmitted from the earliest ages by 
the Roman, Grecian, Teutonic and | 
English example. The memory of the 
heroic dead has ever been respected in 
civilized communities. Flowers are 
natural tributes of sorrow, emblems of 
affection, testimonials of remembrance. 
We deck with them the altars of our 
religion; we gariand with them the 
bride of our choice; we encircle with 
them the cradle of our latest born; we 
garnish with them the sanctuaries of 
home—why should we not scatter 
them on the graves of the loved and 
lost, and invest even the cold sepul- 
chre with faithful symbols of hope 
and immortality? To the living 
warriors who return to us, scathed 
or unscathed, from the perilous edge of 
battle, we have ten thousand ways of 
manifesting our affection and gratitude; 
we may grasp them by the hand; we 
may embrace them in our arms; we 
may enfold them to our bosoms; we 
may enrich and adorn their lives with. 
our munificence; we may rear for them 
es and hospitals; we may decorate 
; with honors; we may elevate 
them to a position so exalted that they 
will command the respect and venera- 
tion of all mankind. All this dnd 
more, with fervid hearts, with 
ous hands, we may do for the living. 
But for the dead, the martyrs, w 
gave their noble lives for the cause that 
their survivors cherished, let us scatter 
with prodigal hand upon their graves 
the significant mementoes of sorrow 
and affection. The ceremonies should 
be characterized by that subdued sor- | 
row which true affection always sug- 
gests. Weare requested to say thata 
programme of the proceedings will be 
announced through the city papers at 
an early day next week.

lition of Slavery—The 
Duty 


From the Atianta (Ga.) Christian Advocate.) 
RicHMOND, VA., March 31, 1869. 
Rev. James Mitchell: 


DEAR Srr—In reply to yours of the 
| 28th instant, I can only say that I am 
content to await the “delay” simply 
\which was resolved on. It may be 
wise as to action, but is dangerous as 
to the work of preparation. Of 
however, your authorities are the 
proper judges. — 

As to the point in my first letter 
touching the effects of the abolition of 
slavery on the relations of the two 
branehes of the Methodist b 
Chureh, I ean but ry that my convie- 
tions are strong, and if I clearly express 
them to you I have no sort of objection 
to their publication. My letter’s main 
subject-matter called forth incidentally 
an expression on these points, but not 
fully enough, perhaps, to be under- 
stood ina clear light. What I said, 
exactly, in that letter, I don’t remem- 
ber, but I know what I meant to say 
and should have said, and have no 
hesitation in repeating now my true 
meaning. 

The long agitation of the question of 
slavery, its history before the war, and 
the war itself, convinced me that an 
exodus from African bondage was ob- 
liged to be by the almighty hand of 
Providence. G knew whgt poos 
finite minds North and South did not 
foresee—that nothing short of fire and 
sword, of war and its blood and vio- 
lence, could emancipate negro slaves 
on this continent, in a country govy- 
erned as the United States, in the form 
of constitutional republics bound to- 
gether by a constitutional union. By 
no steps in normal times could Con- 

ever have abolished slavery; and 

e States would never have com- 
menced emancipation by 
means, dual or otherwise, for rea- 
sons which it would be irrita- 
ting now to state. It is suffi- 
cient to say that too many in 
the South fought for nothing but the 
right of property in slaves, and it is 
time that the North was informed that 
by far the most respectable portion of 
the Southern people fought for some- 
thing far more precious than the legal 

rivilege of being the masters of slaves. 

hey fought for the more glorious 
mee of self-government. They 
are willing to emancipate slaves in 
| their own time and way, but were not 
willing to allow Con to late 
their domestic government and con- 
cerns for them either as te slavery or 
anything else. Thus there were double 
restraints against emancipation which 
could not be removed in time to 
vent either dissolution of the Union or 
civil war. The war was a national ne- 
cessity, permitted by Divine Provi- 
dence to prevent (in the end, I hope), 
greater evils than the war itself. 

And I mark this view of the 
case as essential to guide all good Chris- 
tians and patriots in their endeavors 
now to ease a most glorious country, 
still suffering from the awful conffict, 
and in the greatest danger of losing 
civil liberty for all races in the struggle 
to emancipate one race. The view I 
have taken isa heliocentric one. It 
strives to reach God’s throne, and to 
look thence out upon the ways and the 
end. That He ordered and directed 
and forced the result of emancipation 
of slavesin America, knowing that 
there was no other way to bring it 
aboutand atthe same time save all 
that is precious, I have not the least 
doubt.

moneys in their hands, that all further 
application for exchange of such securi- 
ties will be declined under instructions 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The following has been issued from the 
Treasury Department: 

“Hereafter new United States notes will 
be furnished from this office only on the 
following terms, viz: First, In return 
for defaeed and mutilated United States 
notes and fractional currency, and con- 
vertable issue of United States notes, for- 
warded to this office for redemption. 

‘‘Second—On the receipt of certificates of 
deposit of the Assisant Treasurer of the 
United States, and United States deposito- 
ries designated under the act of August 6, 
1866. 

“Third—On the receipt of the collection 
of checks on banks and bankers in the cities 
of New York, Boston, Philadelphia and 
Washington. 

‘““With the best care the new notes will 
be forwarded by express under the Gov- 
ernment contract, at the expense of the 
Department; provided the amount is 
fifty thousand dollars or more. 

“Im the two other cases the notes will 
be forwarded at Government rates at the 
expense of the consignee, the amount of 
charges being deducted from the remit- 
tance at this office. ‘ 

“Signed, F, E, Spinner.” 


It is stated at the Treasury Department 
that sales of gold, in pursuance of Thurs- 
day's order, will be antil otherwise or- 
dered—not less than five hundred thou- 
sand nor more than one million dollars,
